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Introduction Subfamily Megatominae 


The present study concerns the dermestid material collected by 
Czech entomologists on an expedition to Kyrgyzstan in the 
year 2019. The author provides faunistic notes regarding the 
specimens collected. The present study follows two recently 
published articles by Hava & Kadej (2009) and Kadej (2010). 


Material and Methods

Subfamily Attageninae

Anthrenus (Ranthenus) kryzhanovyskii Sokolov, 1979

— This species is known from Kazakhstan, Tajikistan, 
and Russia: Astrakhan, Volgograd (Hava 2015, 2022), it is new 
for Kyrgyzstan.
